SHADES 

Stir B. P. S. Gloss Interior Ename! Finish 
thoroly - pour it back and forth from can 
to can. 

See that the surface to be painted is dry and 
free from greasy substances, dirt and all loose 
paint. The temperature should be between 
60 and 80 degrees. 

OLD WORK - Apply one or two coats 
of B. P. S. Gloss Interior Enamel Finish^ 
depending on the surface to be painted. 
One Coat Work - Apply justas it comes in 
the can. Two Coat Work - First Coat - 
Reduce with one pint of turpentine to the 
gallon. Second Coat - Apply as it comes 
in the can. 

NEW WORK - On wood, plaster, com- 
position board, metal, etc. Two Coat 
Work - First or Priming Coat - Reduce 
with one quart of pure raw linseed oil to the 
gallon. Second or Finishing Coat - 
Apply as it comes in the can. Three Coat 
Work - First or Priming Coat - Reduce 
with one-half gallon of pure raw linseed oil 
to the gallon. Second Coat - Reduce 
with one pint of turpentine to the gallon. 
Third or Finishing Coat - Apply as it 
comes in the can. Allow at least 36 hours 
between coats. If the B.P.S. Gloss Interior 
Enamel Finish is too heavy to brush freely 
reduce with a small amount of turpentine. 
If extra fine work is desired, sandpaper first 
coat lightly.

Second 
Coat - Apply B. P. S. Flat White reduced 
with one pint of turpentine to the gallon. 
Finishing Coat - Apply B. P. S. Gloss 
Interior Enamel Finish White as it comes 
in the can. Allow at least 36 hours between 
coats. If the Enamel Finish is too heavy 
to spread freely, add a small amount of 
turpentine - do not use linseed oil. If 
extra fine work is desired, sandpaper first 
coat lightly.
